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INTRODUCTION 

The  purpose  of  this  bibliography  is  to  provide  a broad,  representative 
sampling  of  recent  literature  related  to  the  primary  prevention  of  substance 
abuse. 


Primary  users  of  this  bibliography  would  be  persons  involved  directly 
in  the  development  and  management  of  prevention  programs  in  the 
addictions  and  allied  fields.  Such  users  could  be  program  planners  and 
managers,  policy  and  evaluation  researchers,  front-line  prevention  workers, 
educators,  and  community  action  groups.  The  bibliography  would  also  serve 
as  a helpful  general  reference  to  a broader  range  of  users:  researchers  and 
students  in  academic  settings,  as  well  as  professionals  in  any  field  or  situation 
where  problems  and  issues,  related  to  the  prevention  of  substance  abuse, 
might  arise. 

The  general  focus  of  the  bibliography  is  on  primary  prevention  of 
substance  abuse,  with  the  majority  of  the  references  being  published  between 
1981  and  1987.  Certain  core-knowledge  materials,  published  prior  to  1981, 
have  also  been  included. 

Most  of  the  references  come  directly  from  the  literature  on  the 
primary  prevention  of  substance  abuse;  however,  some  have  been  drawn 
from  the  fields  of  mental  and  cardiovascular  health.  Both  of  these  fields  were 
instrumental  in  the  development  of  primary  prevention,  and  their  models  are 
very  applicable  to  substance  abuse  prevention.  Selected  materials  from  the 
public  health,  health  promotion,  and  law  enforcement  fields  have  also  been 
included. 

Materials  related  to  the  assessment  and  intervention  among  abusers 
(secondary  prevention),  and  related  to  providing  treatment  to  those  with 
manifest  disorders  (tertiary  prevention)  have  not  been  referenced.  Neither 
have  those  related  to  impaired  driving,  as  the  authors  felt  that  this  topic  was 
a topic  unto  its  own,  and  could  easily  be  compiled  into  a bibliography  of 
comparable  size. 

The  document  was  computer-generated  from  a database  with  more 
than  380  entries.  To  assist  the  user  in  locating  references  on  their  topic  of 
interest,  the  entries  are  organized  by  broad  substance-related  categories, 
then  sub-categorized  by  selected  areas  of  study.  Because  of  the  sub- 
categories, an  entry  can  appear  as  many  as  three  times  within  each  broad 
category  section.  Pages  iv  to  vii  describe  and  index  the  categories  and  sub- 
categories. 

The  user  will  find  that  the  source  documents  were  journal  articles, 
books  and  booklets,  conference  proceedings,  and  papers.  For  a listing  of 
journal  titles  and  abbreviations  consult  Appendix  A.  Generally,  these 
materials  may  be  located  through  the  AADAC  library,  other  library  systems, 
or  the  respective  publishers  and  authors.  An  index  of  authors  has  also  been 
included  in  Appendix  B.  Finally,  a list  of  selected  information  sources 
appears  in  Appendix  C. 


DEFINITION  OF  BROAD  CATEGORIES 


OVERALL 

Literature  pertaining  to  the  primary  prevention  of  abused  substances 
in  general;  poly-drug  abuse;  or  literature  not  captured  by  the  other  broad 
categories. 

ALCOHOL 

Literature  pertaining  to  the  prevention  of  alcohol  abuse,  except 
impaired  driving  (see  Introduction). 

ILLICIT  DRUGS 

Literature  pertaining  to  the  primary  prevention  of  illicit  drug  abuse. 

PHARMACEUTICALS 

Literature  pertaining  to  the  primary  prevention  of  the  abuse  of  over- 
the-counter  drugs,  prescription  drugs,  or  pharmaceuticals.  Also  included  is 
literature  on  preventing  the  transfer  of  these  substances  to  illicit  markets. 


SOLVENT/INHALANT 

Literature  pertaining  to  the  primary  prevention  of  the  intentional 
inhaling  of  solvents,  adhesives,  aerosols,  fuels,  and  other  chemical  products 
that  are  capable  of  inducing  a state  of  intoxication. 

TOBACCO 

Literature  pertaining  to  the  primary  prevention  of  tobacco  use,  but 
excluding  tertiary-level  treatment/cessation  of  smoking. 
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DEFINITION  OF  SUB-CATEGORIES 


RESEARCH 

Literature  that  describes  research  or  presents  the  results  of  studies  on 
the  primary  prevention  of  substance  abuse. 

POLICY 

Literature  that  discusses  policy  issues  of  interest  to  government 
departments,  private  agencies,  or  persons  involved  in  addictions  prevention. 
Such  policies  may  affect  - or  be  an  effect  of  - prevention  strategies. 

THEORIES 

Literature  that  describes  general  theories  of  substance  abuse,  or 
models  for  the  design  and  implementation  of  strategies  for  the  primary 
prevention  of  substance  abuse. 

V ' PROGRAMS 

Literature  that  describes  primary  prevention  programs  or  evaluations 
of  such  programs.  Program  resource  material  is  not  included. 

INTERNATIONAL 

Literature  that  describes  international  efforts  directed  at  the  primary 
prevention  of  substance  abuse,  with  much  of  it  orientated  toward  developing 
countries.  Impediments  to  prevention  are  often  discussed. 

HISTORICAL 

Literature  pertaining  to  historical  aspects  of  the  primary  prevention  of 
substance  abuse. 

GENERAL 

Literature  that  does  not  fit  in  any  of  the  above  categories. 


HOW  TO  LOCATE  REFERENCES 

As  noted  in  the  intoduction,  the  bibliography  is  divided  into  broad  and 
sub-categories.  In  all  there  are  six  broad  categories,  each  of  which  is  further 
divided  into  seven  sub-categories. 

The  top  of  each  page  has  a running-head  similar  to  the  example 
below.  The  first  word  represents  the  substance-related  BROAD  CATEGORY, 
and  the  second  represents  the  more  specific  SUB-CATEGORY. 

The  index  on  the  following  page,  notes  the  beginning  page  number  of 
each  BROAD/SUB-CATEGORY  and  the  number  of  entries  present.

"Alcoholism  and  Drug  Abuse  Edu- 
cation in  Graduate  Psychiatric/Mental  Health  Nursing  : A Sur- 
vey." JAlcoh  & Drug  Educ,  Vol.  28(2),  Winter  1983,  pp.  4-7. 

This  survey  indicatated  that  psychiatric  and  mental  health 
nurses  received  very  little  training  in  substance  abuse  pre- 
vention. When  courses  on  this  subject  were  offered  the  reg- 
istration was  low. 


Christenson,  Gregory  M.,  et  al  eds.  Results  of  the  School  Health 
Education  Evaluation.  J Sch  Health,  Vol.  55(8),  October 
1985,  pp.  291-355. 

This  entire  issue  was  dedicated  to  the  design,  results,  and 
implications  of  the  School  Health  Education  Evaluation,  that 
was  conducted  in  the  U.S.  The  evaluation  involved  more  than 
30,000  students  from  grades  4 to  7,  and  was  carried  out  in 
20  states.  Some  of  the  programs  evaluated  involved  substance 
abuse  prevention. 


Cook,  Royer  et  al.  "An  Evaluation  of  the  Alternatives  Approach 
to  Drug  Abuse  Prevention."  Int  J Addict,  Vol.  19(7),  1984, 
pp.  767-87. 

This  study  evaluated  a school-based  alternatives-orientated 
prevention  program  over  a two-year  period.  During  the  first 
year,  significant  decreases  were  detected;  however,  fewer 
were  found  in  the  second  year.

The  book  does  not 
exclusivly  discuss  drug  abuse  in  the  context  of  prevention. 


Englander-Golden,  Paula  et  al.  "Brief  SAY  IT  STRAIGHT  Training 
and  Follow-Up  In  Adolescent  Substance  Abuse  Prevention."

This  study  described  in  this  article,  investigated  the  ef- 
fect that  the  length  of  a substance  abuse  course  had  on  stu- 
dent attitudes  toward  the  use  of  alcohol  and  other  drugs.

The  study  evaluated  in  this  article  involved  a primary  pre- 
vention program  at  the  community  level  which  used  a feeder 
area  approach.  Using  county-wide  drug  surveys,  before  and 
after  implementation,  the  study  showed  a significant  reduc- 
tion in  users  of  various  drugs  in  the  feeder  area  that  was 
observed.

Most  prevention  programs  are  geared  toward  preschool  or 
elementary  school-age  children.  The  study  described  in  this 
article  evaluated  the  potential  of  preventive  intervention 
for  early  adolescents.  It  examined  the  relative  effective- 
ness of  four  experimental  models  for  promoting  social  compe- 
tence: problem  solving,  social  skills,  social  cognitive,  and 
attention  control.  The  study  found  that  prevention  strategies 
can  be  directed  at  adolescents  and  that  a combination  of  ap- 
proaches is  most  effective.

This  article  describes  research  designed  to  test  for  attri- 
tion from  substance  abuse  and  prevention  studies.

This  volume  contains  papers  presented  at  an  international 
conference  held  in  Munich,  November  17-21  1980.  The  confer- 
ence participants  were  editors  from  broadcasting  corporations 
that  are  responsible  for  health  education  programs,  health 
education  experts,  special  journalists  and  consultants  for 
media  contacts  and  public  relations  working  in  the  health  ed- 
ucation field,  and  researchers  who  have  studied  the  effects 
of  broadcast  media  for  health  education  or  public  informa- 
tion. The  book  also  contains  a selected  bibliography.

Two  groups  of  students  received  different  primary  prevent- 
ion strategies.  The  course  for  one  group  was  taught  by  a 
teacher,  the  other  taught  by  a specialist.  Results  showed  a 
positive  effect  among  females  on  drug  knowledge,  cigarette 
smoking  and  perceptions  of  their  peer’s  attitudes  toward  use 
of  drugs.  No  effects  attributable  to  the  intervention  were 
found  among  males.

342. 

This  article  presents  the  results  of  a survey  of  Finlanders 
that  viewed  a regular  program  aimed  at  inducing  health  behav- 
ior that  would  reduce  the  risk  of  cardiovascular  disease,  and 
other  diseases,  and  promote  good  health.  The  program  was  de- 
signed based  on  the  results  of  the  North  Karelia  project. 


Schaps,  Eric  et  al.  "Process  and  Outcome  Evaluation  of  a Drug 
Education  Comst."  J Drug  Educ,  Vol  12(4),  1982,  pp.  353-64. 

This  article  describes  a study  which  evaluated  a drug  educa- 
tion course  for  junior  high  school  students.  The  course  fo- 
cused mainly  on  ‘gateway’  drugs  - tobacco,  alcohol  and  mari- 
juana. The  study  evaluated  the  course’s  effect  on;  drug 
knowledge,  perception  of  favorable  peer  attitude  toward  soft 
drug  use,  and  personal  involvement  in  alcohol  and  marijuana 
use.  The  course  produced  predicted  effects  for  grade  7 fe-

This  article  reviews  recent  literature  on  the  prevention  of 
substance  abuse.  The  author  reviews  strategies  that  use  the 
agent/environment/host  model  of  prevention  strategy.  Suggest- 
ions for  future  research  are  included. 
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Sexter,  Jay  et  al.  "Substance  Abuse  : Assessment  of  the  Outcomes 
of  Activities  and  Activity  Clusters  in  School-Based  Preven- 
tion."Vol.  19(1),  1984,  pp.  79-92. 

The  study  described  in  this  article  associated  prevention 
activities  in  schools  with  abusing  behavior  of  the  students, 
after  statistically  controlling  relevant  variables.  This  ap- 
proach was  selected  so  that  effective  activities  could  be 
identified  even  against,  an  overall  background  of  increasing 
substance  abuse  during  and  after  the  prevention  experience. 


Sherman,  Steven  J.  "Stepping  Backward  in  Order  to  Step  Forward 
An  Acquisition-Orientated  Approach  to  Primary  Prevention." 

J Consult  Clin  Psychol,  Vol.  53(5),  1985,  pp.  612-22. 

This  article  views  primary  prevention  in  terms  of  combat- 
ting the  target  behavior  that  leads  to  the  undesirable  acqu- 
ired outcome.  An  example  using  smoking  is  described. 


Sullivan,  Arthur  P.  "Measuring  and  Inte^reting  School-Based  Pre- 
vention Outcomes  : The  New  York  City  J Drug  Educ, 

Vol.  16(2),  1986,  pp.  181-90. 

This  article  details  and  discusses  from  a theoretical  stand- 
point, the  processes  and  instruments  used  to  evaluate  school- 
based  substance  abuse  prevention  in  New  York  City  public 
schools. 


Tobler,  Nancy  S.  "Meta-Analysis  of  143  Adolescent  Drug  Prevent- 
ion Programs  : Quantitative  Outcome  Results  of  Program  Par- 
ticipants Compared  to  a Control  or  Companion  Group." /Dmg

This  article  presents  a meta-analysis  of  the  outcomes  of  143 
adolescent  drug  prevention  programs.  It  was  designed  to  iden- 
tify the  most  effective  program  modalities  for  reducing  teen- 
age drug  use.  The  results  indicate  that  peer  programs  showed 
a definite  superiority  in  the  magnitude  of  the  effect  size 
obtained  on  all  measures  of  outcome. 
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Trucano,  Lucile.  Students  Speak  - A Survey  of  Health  Interests 
and  Concerns  : Kindergarten  Through  Twelfth  Grade.  Seattle:

This  book  reports  the  results  of  a survey  that  questioned 
students  as  to  their  particular  health  interests  and  con- 
cerns.

Although  not 
specifically  related  to  substance  abuse,  it  is  one  of  many 
concerns  expressed.  This  survey  is  important,  because  educa- 
tional research  indicates  that  learning  is  more  effective 
when  it  is  tied  to  student  interests  and  concerns.

3)  gives  examples  of  how  it  is  used;  4)  discusses  paradigms, 
models  and  theories;  5)  states  preventive  strategies  and  tac- 
tics; 6)  discusses  monitoring  and  evaluation  and  epidemiolog- 
ical screening;  7)  shows  the  costs  and  benefits;  and,  8)  dis- 
cusses the  barriers  to  and  criticisms  of  primary  prevention.

This  article  provides  an  overview  of  the  historical  and 
theoretical  work  on  adolescent  substance  abuse.  The  overview 
has  implications  for  prevention  strategies.  The  focus  is  on 
education,  competency  promotion,  community  mobilization,  and 
natural  care  giving. 


Hargreaves,  M.  R.  Kircaldy  et  al.  "Changing  Community  Health  Be- 
haviors : A Model  for  Program  Development  and  Management." 
Health  Val,  Vol.  10(6),  November/December  1986,  pp.  35-43. 

This  article  describes  a proposed  model  designed  to  improve 
program  development  and  management  of  behavior  change  pro- 
grams with  large-scale  community  impact.  This  model  combines 
a previous  model  proposed  by  Suchman  (1970X  with  one  propos- 
ed by  the  World  Health  Organization  Scientific  Group  (1972). 
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Kulik,  James  A.  and  Heike  I.  M.  Mahler.  "Health  Status,  Percep- 
tions of  risk,  and  Prevention  Interest  for  Health  and  Non- 
health Problems."

This  study  demonstrated  that  ill  college  students  had  a 
more  pessimistic  attitude  toward  their  future  health  than 
did  healthy  students.

What  is  most  important  to  preventive  efforts 
IS  that  ill  (high  risk)  students,  showed  the  least  interest 
in  preventive  information.  The  authors  hypothesize  that  be- 
cause the  ill  students  felt  that  illness  was  less  prevent- 
able, they  subsequently  had  less  interest  in  prevention  ma- 
terial.

It  examined  the  relative  effective- 
ness of  four  experimental  models  for  promoting  social  compe- 
tence: problem  solving,  social  skills,  social  cognitive,  and 
attention  control.  The  study  found  that  prevention  strategies 
can  be  directed  at  adolescents  and  that  a combination  of  ap- 
proaches is  most  effective.

In  this  short  book,  the  author  takes  an  environmental  ap- 
proach to  substance  abuse;  he  does  not  focus  on  the  charac- 
teristics of  a particular  substance,  as  virtually  all  earlier 
conceptual  frameworks  have  done.  The  key  program  strategies 
concentrate  on  the  development  of  generic  individual  powers 
and  skills  that  will  enable  the  individual  to  respond  flexi- 
bly to  a variety  of  environmental  hazards  that  include  in- 
toxicants. The  author  advocates  redirecting  existing  pro- 
grams rather  than  creating  new  ones,  and  defines  key  roles 
for  parents,  schools  and  other  social  institutions. 
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Marlowe,  Herbert  A.  and  Richard  B.  Weinberg.  "Primary  Prevention: 
The  Search  for  a New  Paradigm."  7 Pnm  Prev,  Vol.  5(4), 

Summer  1985,  pp.  207-12. 

This  article  reviews  a debate,  "Primary  Prevention  : Fact  or 
Fallacy",  that  was  hosted  by  the  University  of  South  Florida. 

The  debate,  which  centred  on  primary  prevention  of  mental 
health  problems,  featured  outstanding  leaders  in  the  field. 

They  represented  varying  perspectives  on  the  usefulness  of 
primary  prevention.  The  article  reflects  the  substance  of  the 
debate;  it  is  not  a verbatim  record.

This  model  seems  to  provide  a concrete  framework  for 
operationalizing  prevention  in  community-based,  consumer  con- 
trolled programs.

This  paper  describes  a conceptual  model  of  prevention,  which 
has  been  drawn  largely  from  the  fields  of  health  education 
and  public  health.

In  this  short  book,  the  author  takes  an  environmental  ap- 
proach to  substance  abuse;  he  does  not  focus  on  the  charac- 
teristics of  a particular  substance,  as  virtually  all  earlier 
conceptual  frameworks  have  done.  The  key  program  strategies 
concentrate  on  the  development  of  generic  individual  powers 
and  skills  that  will  enable  the  individual  to  respond  flexi- 
bly to  a variety  of  environmental  hazards  that  include  in- 
toxicants. The  author  advocates  redirecting  existing  pro- 
grams rather  than  creating  new  ones,  and  defines  key  roles 
for  parents,  schools  and  other  social  institutions.

The  ar- 
ticle 1)  describes  how  persuasion  theories  are  used  to  max- 
imize impact;  2)  discusses  theories  of  social  psychology  used 
in  such  campaigns;  3)  reviews  campaigns  that  have  used  one  or 
more  of  these  theories  (these  include  smoking,  alcoholism  and 
heart  disease  campaigns);  and,  4)  describe  limitations  of  us- 
ing mass  media  approaches. 


Carr,  Rey  A.  "Theory  and  Practice  of  Peer  Counselling."  Ottawa: 
Canada  Employment  and  Immigration  Commission,  Occupational 
and  Career  Analysis  and  Development  Branch,  1981,  30  pages. 

This  presentation  made  to  the  National  Consultation  on  Voc- 
ational Counselling  describes  the  rationale,  origins,  and 
practice  of  peer  counselling.  Peer  counselling  is  a system 
of  training  people  to  help  each  other  through  empathy  and 
decision  making.  Specific  applications  are  described.  Part- 
icular attention  is  paid  to  adolescents,  which  the  author 
believes  have  been  virtually  ignored  as  a source  of  posi- 
tive help  to  other  teens. 


Cummings,  Elaine.  "Primary  Prevention  - More  Cost  Than  Benefit." 
The  Critical  Issues  of  Community  Mental  Health.  New  York: 
Behavioral  Publications,  1972,  pp.  161-72. 

The  author  argues,  in  the  context  of  mental  health,  that 
the  effectiveness  of  primary  prevention  has  not  been  tested, 
and  that  prevention  strategies  remove  needed  manpower  from 
treatment  services. 
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Drew,  L.  R.  H.,  Pierre  Stolz  and  W.A.  Barklay.  Man.  Drugs  & 
Society  - Current  Perspectives.  Canberra:  Australian  Foun- 
dation on  Alcoholism  and  Drug  Dependence,  1981,  474  pages. 

This  book  contains  a selection  of  papers  presented  at  the 
1st  Pan-Pacific  Conference  on  Dru^s  and  Alcohol.  The  confer- 
ence was  held  in  Canberra,  Australia,  February  26  - March  5, 
1980).  Section  VI  of  the  book  is  comprised  of  papers  from  the 
conference  that  were  related  to  the  prevention  of  substance 
abuse. 


Elkins,  David,  N.  "The  Debate  on  Primary  Prevention  : Toward  a 
Synthesis.”  / Pnm  Prev,  Vol.  5(4),  Summer  1985,  pp.  255-63. 

The  author  of  this  article  presents  a model  that  encourages 
primary  prevention  efforts,  yet  builds  in  the  careful  assess- 
ment, planning,  and  evaluation  needed  to  prevent  excesses. 
Primary  prevention  is  discussed  in  terms  of  mental  illness. 


Faden,  Ruth  R.  "Ethical  Issues  in  Government  Sponsored  Public 
Health  Campaigns."  Health  Ed  Q,  Vol.  14(1),  Spring  1987, 
pp.  27-37. 

As  health  communications  campaigns  are  a major  strategy  used 
by  governments  to  promote  health,  this  article  discusses  key 
issues  to  the  ethics  of  these  campaigns.  Five  justifications 
for  government-sponsored  health  communications  campaigns  are 
reviewed. 


Goodman,  Lenn  E.  and  Madeline  J.  Goodman.  "Prevention  - How  Mis- 
use of  a concept  Undercuts  Its  Worth."  Hast  Cent  R,  April 
1986,  pp.  26-38. 

This  article  documents  the  shortcomings  of  several  prevent- 
ion programs.  Although  the  examples  are  mainly  concerned  with 
the  prevention  of  medically  diagnosed  problems  such  as  can- 
cers and  cardiovascular  disease,  the  article  has  relevance  to 
the  design  of  substance  abuse  prevention  programs.

Health  Val,  Vol.  9(3),  May /June  1985, 
pp.  8-14. 

This  article  examines  the  difference  between  the  terms  and 
concepts  used  in  health  promotion.  The  current  dilemmas  fac- 
ing health  promotion  are  also  examined. 
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Grizwold-Ezekoye,  Stephanie,  Karol  L.  Kumpfer  and  William  J. 
Bukoski,  eds.  Childhood  and  Chemical  Abuse  : Prevention  and 
Intervention.  New  York:  The  Haworth  Press,  Inc.,  1986,  299 
pages. 

This  is  a volume  of  articles  which  previously  appeared  in 
Journal  of  Children  in  Contemporary  Society  (Vol.  18(1/2), 
Fall  1985).  Prevention  of  substance  abuse  is  covered  in  a 
chapter  which  contains  several  articles. 


Health  and  Welfare  Canada.  "Achieving  Health  for  All : A Frame- 
work for  Health  Promotion."  Ottawa:  Minister  of  Supply  and 
Services,  1986, 13  pages. 

This  booklet  identifies  factors  that  are  relevant  to 
Health  and  Welfare  Canada’s  long-range  objectives.  The  fac- 
tors are:  1)  health  challenges  which  need  to  be  overcome  to 
meet  the  aim  of  achieving  health  for  all  Canadians;  2)  mech- 
anisms intrinsic  to  health  promotion;  and,  3)  leading  strate- 
gies or  processes  whereby  we  can  act  decisively  in  response 
to  the  health  challenges  confronting  Canada. 


Joffe,  Justin  M.,  George  W.  Albee  and  Linda  D.  Kelly,  eds. 
Readings  in  Primary  Prevention  of  Psychopathology  : Basic 
Concepts.  Hanover:  University  Press  of  New  England,  1984, 
493  pages. 

This  book  is  concerned  with  primary  prevention  of  mental 
health  problems.  It  contains  articles  in  regards  to  stress 
problems,  competency,  coping,  and  self-esteem  improvement. 
Much  of  the  material  can  be  generally  applied  to  substance 
abuse  prevention. 


Kessler,  Marc  and  George  W.  Albee.  "Primary  Prevention."  R 
Psych,  Vol.  26,  1975,  pp.  557-91. 

The  authors  of  this  article  provide  an  examination  of  pri- 
mary prevention  as  practiced  in  the  mental  health  field.  The 
article  has  several  components:  1)  definitions,  or  precon- 
ceptions that  people  bring  into  the  field;  2)  examination  of 
some  of  the  models  of  mental  health  conditions  that  have  been 
targets  for  primary  prevention;  3)  discussion  of  epidemiology 
and  some  of  the  social  conflicts  that  may  be  generated  by 
action  programs;  and,  4)  where  efforts  in  primary  prevention 
are  being  made  and  what  the  future  may  hold.  Overall,  the 
article  tries  to  show  the  difficulties  for  scientific  study 
that  are  inherent  in  the  field,  and  to  clarify  some  of  the 
research  problems. 
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Krivanek,  Jara,  A.  Drug  Problems  People  Problems:  Causes.  Treat- 
ment and  Prevention.  Sydney:  George  Allen  & Unwin  Australia 
Pty  Ltd.,  1982,  216  pages. 

This  book  of  general  information  on  substance  abuse  has  a 
substantial  chapter  on  primary  prevention  and  the  community. 


Lamb,  Richard  H.  and  Jack  Zusman.  "Primary  Prevention  in  Per- 
spective." ^mcr/Rsyc/i/a^/y,  Vol.  136(1),  January  1979, 
pp.  12-17. 


In  the  context  of  mental  health  the  authors  of  this  article 
argue  that  there  is  little  evidence  that  societal  stress  af- 
fects mental  health,  and  that  primary  prevention  in  these 
areas  have  not  been  effective.  The  authors  feel  that  research 
and  evaluation  in  primary  prevention  is  needed,  but  funds 
should  not  be  diverted  from  direct  treatment. 


Leathar,  D.  S.  et  al,  eds.  Health  Education  and  the  Media  II. 
Oxford:  Pergamon  Press,  1986,  262  pages. 

This  is  the  proceedings  of  the  2nd  international  conference 
organized  jointly  by  the  Scottish  Health  Education  Society  of 
Edinburgh,  and  the  Advertising  Research  Unit  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marketing,  University  of  Strathclyde.  The  conference 
was  held  in  Edinburgh,  March  25-29  1985.  Some  of  the  papers 
discuss  the  prevention  of  substance  abuse. 


Lewis,  Judith  A.  and  Michael  D.  Lewis.  "Theory  and  Application  : 
Educating  Counselors  for  Primary  Prevention."  Counsel  Ed  Su, 
March  1981,  pp.  172-81. 

In  terms  of  mental  health,  this  article  discusses  the  impli- 
cations of  primary  prevention  and  the  skills  required  by 
those  implementing  it. 


Lofquist,  William  A.  Discovering  the  Meaning  of  Prevention  : A 
Practical  Approach  to  Positive  Change.  Tucson:  AYD  Publica- 
tions, 1983,  15 1 pages. 

This  book  looks  at  prevention  in  general,  and  its  relation 
to  social  problems.  The  author’s  intent  is  to  encourage 
those  interested  in  discovering  the  meaning  of  prevention  to 
adopt  a positive,  assertive  attitude  about  what  they  can  do. 
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Low,  Ken.  Changes  : The  Intoxicant  Option  in  Perspective.  Cal- 
gary: Calgary  Board  of  Education,  1976,  60  pages. 

In  this  short  book,  the  author  takes  an  environmental  ap- 
proach to  substance  abuse;  he  does  not  focus  on  the  charac- 
teristics of  a particular  substance,  as  virtually  all  earlier 
conceptual  frameworks  have  done.  The  key  program  strategies 
concentrate  on  the  development  of  generic  individual  powers 
and  skills  that  will  enable  the  individual  to  respond  flexi- 
bly to  a variety  of  environmental  hazards  that  include  in- 
toxicants. The  author  advocates  redirecting  existing  pro- 
grams rather  than  creating  new  ones,  and  defines  key  roles 
for  parents,  schools  and  other  social  institutions. 


McLeroy,  Kenneth  R.,  Niel  H.  Gottlieb  and  James  N.  Burdine.  "The 
Business  of  Health  Promotion  : Ethical  Issues  and  Profes- 
sional Responsibilities."  Health  Ed  Q,  Vol.  14(1),  Spring 
1987,  pp.  91-109. 

This  article  has  three  purposes;  1)  review  some  of  the  ideo- 
logical, societal,  and  economic  factors  currently  affecting 
the  practice  of  health  education;  2)  identify  some  the  re- 
sulting ethical  problems  facing  the  profession;  and,  3)  sug- 
gest ways  in  which  individual  health  educators  and  the  pro- 
fession as  a whole  might  begin  to  address  these  ethical  dil- 
emmas. 


Milgram,  Gail  Gleason.  What.  When  & How  to  Talk  to  Children 
about  Alcohol  & Other  Drugs  : A Guide  for  Parents.

This  book  is  intended  as  a guide  for  parents  to  use  when 
talking  to  their  children  about  substance  abuse.  It  discus- 
ses the  subject  in  terms  of  both  prevention  and  intervention.

This  comprehensive  guide  discusses  curricula,  programs  for 
parents  and  community  members,  and  deals  with  policies  that 
can  support  or  impede  preventive  efforts. 

Not  My  Kid  : A Parents  Guide  to 
Kids  and  Drugs.  New  York:  Arbor  House  Publishing  Co.,  1984, 
248  pages. 

This  information  book  for  parents  has  a small  chapter  on 
the  prevention  of  substance  abuse. 


Rolf,  Jon  E.  "Evolving  Adaptive  Theories  and  Methods  for  Preven- 
tion Research  With  Children."  J Consult  Clin  Psychol,  Vol. 

53(5),  1985,  pp.  631-46. 

This  article  comments  on  the  similar  methodological  problems 
and  tendencies  that  are  emerging  from  various  types  of  pre- 
vention programs.  The  discussions  focus  on  the  appropriate- 
ness of  adapting,  into  future  studies,  more  integrative  theo- 
ries and  models  that  use  developmentally  oriented  risk  and 
protective  factors. 


Room,  Robin.  "The  Case  for  a Problem  Prevention  Approach  to  Alco- 
hol, Drug,  and  Mental  Health  Problems."  Public  Health  R,  Vol. 
96(1),  January/February  1981,  pp.  26-33. 

This  article  identifies  specific  alcohol,  drug  and  mental 
health  problems,  and  considers  the  strategies  and  agents 
that  can  be  brought  to  bear  on  them. 


Segal,  Mel  et  al.  "The  1990  Prevention  Objectives  for  Alcohol  and 
Drug  Misuse  : Progress  Report."  Public  Health  R,  Vol.  98(5), 
1983,  pp.  426-35. 

In  this  article  goals  for  the  reduction  of  drug  and  alcohol 
misuse  are  spelled  out  in  objectives  aimed  at  improving  the 
health  status  of  the  population,  reducing  risk  factors,  in- 
creasing awareness  of  the  health  hazards,  and  improving  the 
means  of  surveillance  and  protection.

"Genetic 
and  Environmental  Factors  in  Alcohol  Abuse  and  Antisocial 
Personality."

This  study,  using  adoptees,  confirms  a multifactorial  model 
that  previously  was  found  to  show  that  biologic  family  alco- 
hol-related problems,  and  antisocial  behavior,  predict  in- 
creased alcohol  abuse  and  antisocial  behavior  in  adoptees. 
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Caleekal-John,  Anuppa,  and  D.  H.  Pletsch.  "An  Interdisciplinary 
Cognitive  Approach  to  Alcohol  Education  in  the  University 
Curriculum." Drug  Educ,  Vol.  30(1),  Fall  1984, 
pp.  50-60. 


This  article  documents  the  results  of  an  alcohol  education 
study  involving  students  at  the  University  of  Guelph,  Onta- 
rio. Using  an  interdisciplinary  cognitive  approach,  inte- 
grated within  the  academic  interest  of  the  participating 
students,  the  study  increased  knowledge  and  attitudes  among 
students  and,  reduced  the  incidence  or  negative  consequences. 


Carpenter,  Richard  A.  et  al.  "Peer-Managed  Self-Control  Program 
for  Prevention  of  Alcohol  Abuse  in  American  Indian  High 
School  Students  : A Pilot  Evaluation  Study."  Int  J Addict, 

Vol.  20(2),  1985,  pp.  299-310. 

This  article  reports  the  results  of  a peer-managed  self- 
control  program  to  teach  responsible  drinking  to  30  native 
teenagers.  The  program  showed  decreases  in  observed  quantity 
and  frequency  of  drinking  and  in  peak  blood  alcohol  levels. 


Claydon,  Peter  D.  and  Mark  E.  Johnson.  "An  Instrument  for  Needs 
Assessment  and  Evaluation  of  Alcohol  Education  Programs  : The 
Claydon  College  Drinking  Questionnaire." /y4/co/i  & Drug  Educ, 
Vol.  31(1),  Fall  1985,  pp.  51-64. 

The  majority  of  campus  alcohol  education  programs  have  not 
conducted  an  empirical  needs  assessment  or  evaluated  program 
effectiveness.  This  article  discusses  the  shortcomings  of 
two  existing  questionnaires,  and  explains  an  effective  pro- 
tocol which  was  developed  for  evaluating  programs  at  the 
University  of  California. 


Dielman  T.  E.  et  al.  "Prevention  of  Adolescent  Alcohol  Misuse  :

This  article  describes  a large-scale  program  to  prevent  al- 
cohol misuse,  by  teaching  social  skills  to  grade  5 and  6 
students.  The  results  demonstrated  that:  1)  Students  in  the 
treatment  group  showed  greater  awareness  of  the  curriculum 
content  than  did  those  in  the  control  group;  and,  2)  alcohol 
use  and  misuse  were  not  significantly  different  between  the 
two  groups. 
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Fisher,  A.  D.  "Alcoholism  and  Race  : The  Misapplication  of  Con- 
cepts to  North  American  Indians."  Can  R SocAnth,  Vol.  24 
(1),  1987,  pp.  81-98. 

The  author  of  this  article  concludes  that  alcohol  abuse 
problems,  that  are  commonly  shared  by  North  American  na- 
tives, are  not  biologically  or  culturally  caused.  Rather 
these  problems  are  caused  by  native  peoples  distant  relat- 
ion to  the  means  of  production. 


Giesbrecht,  Norman  and  Anne  E.  Cox,  eds.  Prevention  : Alcohol 
and  the  Environment  - Issues.  Constituencies,  and  Strate- 
gies. Toronto:  Addiction  Research  Foundation,  1986, 

240  pages. 

The  papers  in  this  book  were  presented  at  a symposium  held 
in  Toronto,  March  1985.  The  purpose  of  the  symposium  was  to 
discuss  the  application  of  research  in  developing  strategies 
and  policies  to  reduce  or  prevent  alcohol  problems. 


Glicksman,  Louis  et  al.  "The  Impact  of  a High  School  Alcohol  Ed- 
ucation Program  Utilizing  a Live  Theatrical  Performance  : A 
Comparative  SXudy."  J Drug  Educ,  Vol.  13(3),  1983,  pp.  229- 
48. 

This  study  evaluated  the  short-term  effect  on  grade  9 and 
10  students  in  Ontario  of  viewing  live  theatrical  performan- 
ces dealing  with  knowledge,  attitudes  and  behavior  associated 
with  alcohol. 


Gonzalez,  Gerardo,  M.  "Alcohol  Education  Can  Prevent  Alcohol 
Problems  : A Summary  of  Some  Unique  Research  Findings." 
JAlcoh  & Drug  Educ,  Vol.  27(3),  Spring  1982,  pp.  2-12. 

This  article  shows  that  carefully  conceived  and  implemented 
alcohol  education,  based  on  the  ‘knowledge-attitude-behavior’ 
model,  can  be  effective  in  reducing  alcohol  problems. 


Goodstadt,  Michael  S.  and  Anuppa  Caleekal-John.  "Alcohol  Educa- 
tion Programs  for  University  Students  : A Review  of  Their 
EficctivnessyintJAddict,  Vol.  19(7),  1984,  pp.  721-41. 

This  article  reviews  fourteen  alcohol  education  programs  for 
university  students  and  suggests  that  such  programs  m spite 
of  their  weaknesses,  may  be  effective.  Improvements  are  sug- 
gested. 
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Grichting,  Wolfgang  L.  "Controlling  Alcohol  Abuse  in  Australia  : 
From  Treatment  to  Prevention."  BrJ Addict,  Vol.  78, 1983, 
pp.  37-50. 


This  article  tests  the  assumption  that  the  consequences  of 
alcohol,  the  most  extensively  abused  drug  in  Australia,  will 
not  be  combatted  until  the  traditional  medical  or  individual 
treatment  model  has  been  complemented  by  a social/environ- 
ment, or  prevention  model.  The  article  reports  the  results 
of  a survey,  which  tested  the  pattern  of  support  for  various 
intervention  alternatives  by  households. 


Holder,  Harold  D.  "Community  Prevention  : A Systems  Perspective 
for  Alcohol  Abuse."

This  article  summarizes  a research  project  that  takes  a 
systems  approach  to  the  prevention  of  alcohol  abuse  in  com- 
munities. The  article  describes  how  a computer  simulation 
model  is  used  to  predict  the  effect  of  preventive  measures. 


Holder,  Harold  D.  and  James  O.  Blose.  "Reduction  of  Community 
Alcohol  Problems  : A Community  Simulation  for  Wake  County, 
North  Carolina;  Washington  County,  Vermont;  and  Alameda  Coun- 
ty, California."  Chapel  Hill,  NC:  The  Human  Ecology  Insti- 
tute, January  1983, 18  pages  (Executive  Summary). 

In  this  paper,  the  authors  states  that  the  traditional 
approach  to  alcohol  abuse  prevention,  which  centred  only  on 
the  alcoholic,  poses  several  risks  to  prevention  activities. 

In  response  to  these  risks,  the  author  proposes  a "systems 
approach"  that  considers  alcohol  use  and  abuse  as  part  of  a 
community  system.  They  describe  10  sectors,  or  factors, 
which  research  has  shown  to  be  important  in  understanding 
alcohol  use  and  abuse.  These  sectors  are  used  as  variables 
in  a computer  model  that  can  be  used  to  estimate  the  effect 
of  various  preventive  measures.  This  paper  describes  the 
findings  of  simulation  runs  produced  by  the  computer  model.

However,  they  were  unsuccess- 
ful in  changing  some  of  their  attitudes  about  alcohol  abuse.

This  article  discusses  the  shortcomings  of 
two  existing  questionnaires,  and  explains  an  effective  pro- 
tocol which  was  developed  for  evaluating  programs  at  the 
University  of  California.

This  article  describes  a large-scale  program  to  prevent  al- 
cohol misuse,  by  teaching  social  skills  to  grade  5 and  6 
students.  The  results  demonstrated  that:  1)  Students  in  the 
treatment  group  showed  greater  awareness  of  the  curriculum 
content  than  did  those  in  the  control  group;  and,  2)  alcohol 
use  and  misuse  were  not  significantly  different  between  the 
two  groups.
